Citizens of St. Joseph Denounce the 


Action of the City Council 
on Gas Franchise, 


THE WEATHER. 


Partly cloudy and warmer. 


His Sentence Pronounced With­ 


out Any Show of Emo­ 
tion. 


And Some of the More Bitter Ones 
Propose th at an Indignation 
Meeting be Held. 


The citizens of St. Joseph are g^reat- 
y wrought up over the action of the 
city council Tuesday night in denyiug 
the franchise asked for by the Excel­ 
sior Gas company of this city. 


It is proposed that an indignation 
meeting be held and the city council 
)ublicly denounced for defeating the 
measure. Others propose that a peti­ 
tion be circulated praying of the coun­ 
cil that it reconsider its action and 
grant the franchise. 


No reason can be advanced as an ex­ 
cuse for the council’s seemingly short­ 
sightedness in denying the franchise. 
It involves no expenditure on the part 
of the city, it is held, and the refusal of 
the aldermen to grant the franchise is 
considered a direct slap to the idle men 
who are waiting for something to turn 
up by which they can earn an honest 
dollar. 


It is also indicative of a feeling on 
the part of the opposing aldermen to 
totally disregard the business interests 
of the city. The establishment of the 
system in St. Joseph would place thou­ 
sands of dollars in the pockets of the 
merchants and stimulate business at a 
time of year when ordinarily there is 
little going on. 
* 


The gas company has a franchise in 
St. .loseph but it will lapse before work 
can be commenced and in order to 
make a transfer of the plant, a proposi­ 
tion which has been in progress of con­ 
summation for some time,it is necessary 
to get an amended franchise in St. 
Joseph which will allow the company 
to pipe the streets there with the 
opening of 
spring. The 
company 
which proposes to purchase the plant 
is strongly capitalized and will spend 
thousands of dollar» in improvements, 
by which both cities.will be benefitted. 


There seems to be no disposition on 
the part of Aldermen Doyle, Wilkin­ 
son, Barnes and Swigert, who oopose 
the franchise, to change their attitude. 
They are under the thumb of Colonel 
Bean, and the colonel’s interests might 
sufYer if gas was introduced in St. Jos­ 
eph. 


The defeat of the gas franchise in St. 
Joseph goes to prove what T he N e w s 
has alwavs maintained; that Colonel 
Bean is not content unless be holds a 
monopoly and that the interests of the 
taxpayers will be sacrificed to promote 
the interests of the Benton Harbor & 
St. Josep\i electric light company. 


It is understood that Alderman Kice, 
who voted with the aldermen who fa­ 
vored the granting of the franchise, 
has turned his coat and arrayed him­ 
self on the side of tbe opposition.

COUNTYTREASURER 


It Is Made By Victor M. Gore, the 
A ttorney 
Who 
Defended 
th e Convicted Man. 


Peter Peterson, the convicted as­ 
saulter of Miss Eliza Harris was sen­ 
tenced this afternoon at 
3:45. 
He 
must serve a term of eight years in the 
penitentiary. He received the sentence 
with the same stoical demeanor that 
has marked his attitude since his trial 
begun. 


Attorney Victor M. Gore made an 
impassioned plea for clemency. Those 
who heard it were deeply moved. 
He 
called tbe court's attention to the fact 
that the respondent, in his normal con­ 
dition, is a person of weak intellect also 
to the important fact that he is a man 
of clean life, of industry, of good char­ 
acter, having the repectand contldence 
of all who knew 
him. ‘'This dis­ 
tinguishes him from 
the 
criminal 
class,” said Mr. Gore. ‘‘We have then 
a man of good character but of weak 
mind who was lead into error by influ­ 
ences operating upon him and proceed­ 
ing from others; that for two years and 
more he paid attention to Eliza in the 
utmost good faith. 
His 
whole life 
centered there. 
Every mind has its 
breaking point. 
Every mind can en­ 
dure a burden of more or less weight 
and no more. The trouble which came 
U> him was more than his depleted 
mental state could stand. 
These cir­ 
cumstances we shall urge the court to 
very carefully consider in pronouncing 
sentence. 


‘‘Previous to the tragedy his mind was 
in 
an 
indefensive 
state. 
It 
be­ 
came 
more and more diseased as tbe 
day of the tragedy was 
approach­ 
ing 
and 
that 
on 
the 
day 
of the tragedy all the circumstances 
from the time he got up in the morning 
until the culmination of the deed show 
the mind was so weak as to most imper­ 
fectly direct the movemnets of the lx>dy 
if at all. 


“In addition the court should remem­ 
ber that the jurors whom couasel have 
reason to know, have spoken to the 
court and asked that the favor of tbe 
court be extended to the orisoner in 
pronouncing sentence, the jurors hav­ 
ing been deeply impressed with the 
many mitigating circumstances sur­ 
rounding the resjwndent. 
They were 
also impressed with the important fact 
that the respondent was not wholly to 
blame. The court’s attention is also 
directed to the law which allows great 
latitude in the disposition of punish­ 
ment or withholding the same. The 
law plainly notes that the court in im- 
jK)sing punishment shall consider care­ 
fully all the surrounding circumstances 
and use his best judgment and his hu­ 
mane judgment as occasion shall call 
for in the fulHllment of the law.”

An Bs Is b s Io b of 1,400 Tset to the South 


Pier and 600 to the North Xe 
Beoommended. 


A t a recent meeting of citizens to 
discuss the condition of the St. Joseph 
harbor and the features necessary to 
improve the same it was proposed by J. 
H. Graham that 1,400 feet be added to 
the south pier and 600 to the north pier 
making the piers of even length and 
carrying them out where a depth of 
water of 25 feet could be obtained. 


This arrangement, it is conceded 
would give Benton Harbor and St. Jos­ 
eph a harbor as good as any on the 
west shore of the lake, and enable the 
two cities to compete with other cities 
which at present have more desirable 
harbor facilities. Tnis extension of the 
pijrs, it was thought could bo built at 
a cost not to exceed 120 per lineal foot, 
if the new scheme of pier building was 
adopted, a scheme the government has 
adopted at other places with highlv 
satisfactory results. It is called “crib^' 
work and seems to stand the tests per­ 
fectly, and can be built for $80 per lin­ 
eal foot cheaper than the olu style 
piers. 


The engineer’s report on the St. Jos­ 
eph harbor allows for an extension of 
850 feet to the north pier which is esti­ 
mated to cost $85,000. Ten thousand 
dollars is reported necessary for dredg­ 
ing and $5,000 is allowed for incidentals, 
making $100.000, the amount of thé ap­ 
propriation recommended.

Are the Stories Conceminfr the Ualien 
Diphtheria Epidemic. 


The Michigan Bulletin of V'ital Sta­ 
tistics just issued by the state depart­ 
ment at Lansing sayn in regard to the 
diphtheria epidemic at Oalien, which a 
local paper has been presistently exag­ 
gerating; 


Statements have been made in Michi­ 
gan and Chicago ]»apers relative to an 
epidemic of diphtheria prevailing in 
Oalien village, Berrien county, and al­ 
leging that ten deaths from this disease 
had occurred within the “past six 
weeks.” (Dated November 5.| Our re­ 
turns showed no deaths reported from 
diphtheria for (ialien village for Sep­ 
tember and none for Ueiober, there be- 
injr, however, two deathn from the dis­ 
ease in (ialien township. This depart­ 
ment immediately addre.ssed a letter of 
inijuiry to the local registrar. D. 1^. 
Prince, clerk of Uaiien village, and 
also a copy of the same to the prosecu­ 
ting attorney of the county, as the case 
seemed to require Immediate investiga­ 
tion. 
A prompt reply was received 
from the registrar, which eiTectually 
disposes of the imputation of inaccu­ 
racy in the registration returns, and 
shows that the condition of atTairs has 
been seriously misrepresented, so far. 
at least, as regards recent mortality: 


Answ’ering your letter of the 8th 
inst., will say that the communication 
you refer to sayintr there had been 10 
deaths from diphtheria in Galien or 
vicinity in the past six w’eeks was an 
error. The fhildren oi persons men­ 
tioned have all uied of diphtheria, but 
only two, wife and child of Wilbur 
W elch (these are the deaths reported 
from Galien towobhip,] in the past six 
weeks: the others all died last spring 
before the law requiring burial certifi 
cates to be issued was enacted. 


There are something like l.’l cases of 
diphtheria in Oalien village now, but 
no case has resulted fatally since the 
deaths in the Welch family.

MMENSE CONTimCT. 


Crouch Construction Company Will 


Build 140 Miles of Railroad 


in Illinois. 


W IL L C O ST O V ER 
$2,000,000 


Contract Was Awarded Yesterday, 
and the Road Must be Com­ 
pleted by January, 1809. 


The Crouch Construction comuany, 
two members of which—C. D. Crouch 
and H. H. Wade—are residents of this 
city, was yesterday awarded the con­ 
tract to build 140 miles of railroad in 
Illinois for the Chicago & 'southwest­ 
ern company. The line of the p oposed 
road extends from Peoria to Chicago, 
and its construction involves the ex­ 
penditure of $2,000,000. 


The contract is the largest ever 
undertaken by the Crouch people 
It 
requires that the road shall be turned 
over to the company by January, 189U. 
all ready for operation. 
The material 
is all furnished by the railway com­ 
pany, but the work with the exception 
of the brii^ges is left entirely with the 
contractorn. 
The building of the de- 
|K»ts and all other necessary features is 
included in the contract awarded the 
Crouch people. 


The bed Is re(|ulred to be placed In 
condition for the running of train.s at a 
rate of tM) miles per hour, and every 
feature of this work must be lirgt-r*lass. 
The*contractors are expected to com­ 
plete 10 miles of the road this fall al­ 
though it is not confielled to. 


The Crouch construction company 
will coniinue to have its main ortlce in 
Chicago during the progress of work on 
the new contract, and although not 
delinltelv arranged 
Mes»srH 
Crouch 
and Wade will probably permit thuir 
families to remain here where they 
have made many friends.
